The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in 
condition for allowance. The allegations concerning the drawings, size of floating filter medium 
and adsorbent filter media, and inoperability of Iwatani in the request are not supported by 
sufficient factual evidence. It is submitted that the strainers 6 of Iwatani appear to produce a 
resistance in flow through the adsorbent layer B. It is further submitted that specific structure 
appears to be required in the instant apparatus to avoid the problem of forming clumps of the 
particles used in the instant invention. 

The Schwartzkopf Declaration has been carefully considered but fails to overcome the final 
rejection. The allegations concerning the clogging and inoperability of the siphon breakers 
utilized in Iwatani are not supported by sufficient probative evidence. Copies of the specific 
reference pages of the Internet addresses are not provided with the Declaration. Furthermore, the 
specifications of these references do not appear to be drawn to the use of a siphon breaker in a 
filter apparatus as disclosed in the instant invention or Iwatani.
